DETAILED ACTION 

This application is a divisional of 09/919,060, now Issued as US Patent No. 
6,638,744. 

The preliminary amendment filed on October 2, 2003, canceling claims 1-19, 
adding claims 20-39 and amending page 1 of the specification, has been entered. The 
amendment is supported by the specification, pages 2-4 and original claims, therefore, 
the amendment contains no new matter. 

The amendment filed on May 2, 2006, canceling claims 27-29 and 36-39, 
amending claims 20-22, 26, 30-31 and 35, adding claims 40-46 and amending the title, 
has been entered. The amendment is supported by the specification, as detailed on 
page 8 of Remarks filed on May 2, 2006, therefore, the amendment contains no new 
matter. 

Claims 20-26, 30-35 and 40-46 are pending and are under consideration. 

Election/Rostrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 20-26, 30-35 and 40-46) 
in the reply filed on May 2, 2006 is acknowledged. Applicants have elected SEQ ID 
NO: 12 as the species, with traverse. The traversal is on the grounds that the six 
sequences of SEQ ID NOs: 9, 1 1 , 12, 14, 15 and 16 either represent the full length 
COX-1 cDNA, its complement or fragments thereof; (1) SEQ ID N0:12 is the full-length 
canine COX-1 cDNA, (2) SEQ ID N0:14 represent the reverse complement of SEQ ID 
NO: 12, (3) SEQ ID NO: 15 is the coding sequence of SEQ ID N0:12, (4) SEQ ID N0:16
